Rensburg, Cape Colony, Ian. 13.— 


A strong force of British troops ad- 
vanced this morning under cover of 
a brisk artillery flre, and encamped 
nt Sllngersfonteln, on the Boers' 
eastern flank. 


The Boer patrols retired, but sub- 


sequently a body of Boers attempted 
to seize the position, threatening 
communication between the British

GREAT ENTHUSIASM. 


London, Jan. 13.—Though many 


stirring scenes have marked the de- 
parture of the British troops for" the 
front during recent months, today's 
outburts of patriotism, on the oc- 
casion-of the starting of the London 
volunteers, was quite unprecedented 
since the jubilee. 


It is the first "time in the history 


of the movement that the British vol- 
unteers have been permitted to serve 
side by side with the regulars in real

New York, Jan. 13—A dispatch to 


the World from Paris says: 


Paul Jaujou, the famous brewer, 


was killed in a first-class railway 
carriage by William Martins, an 
American boy scarcely 20 years old. 


In the compartment occupied by 


Martins were n young Englishman 
and M. nnd Mine. Jaujou. The ex- 
press had just passed Tonnerre when 
Martins violently accused tile Eng- 
lishman, of wanting to chloroform 
and rob him. 


He soon worked himself into a 


frenzy and drew a revolver. M. Jau- 
jou tried to disarm Martins and the 
latter shot him through the brain. 
M. Jaujou fell back dead in the arms 
of his wife. 


The alarm bell brought the train- 


men, 
but Martins held them at bay 


for n time with his pistol. Finally, 
however, the engineer sprang upon 
him and secured the weapon. 


Martins was then bound hand and 


foot and-placed in n baggage car.

in the holy year proclaimed by the 
sovereign pontiff of the Romtin Cath- 
olic church Is oy no means confined 
to the membership of that great body 
of Christians, but is shared in an al- 
most equal degree by Christian peo- 
ple of every shade of belief, for no 
matter what may be their sentiments 
toward the church at Rome, all look 
back to this venerable organization 
as 
the original guardian of the 


Christian 
faith. 
Ths 
Christian 


world, like a great family, is divided 
into many branches, not always har- 
monious, sometimes jarring nnd dis- 
cordant in their relations with each 
other, but all contemplate with rev- 
erence the spectacle .of nn aged mnn, 
who, in the most splendid palace on 
the earth, lives the life of nn anchor- 
ite, who is revered ns the head of the 
most numerous Christian body in the 
world, nnd who, layiug aside for the 
moment nil thought of his rank and 
position, requests the Christian peo- 
ple of the globe to unite with him in 
thankful remembrance of the bless- 
ings that the century has brought, 
nnd in supplication that these may, 
be continued nnd increased during 
the century to come. 


So far ns the occasion is concerned, 


the world never beheld a more fitting 
Bopson for general thanksgiving. No 
century has been so wonderful 
thnt now drtvwing to n close". When 
the. venerable man who occupies The 
chair of Peter was born in 1810 the 
world knew absolutely nothing of a 
thousand articles' of every-day ust 
nnd appliances of civilization thai 
are now deemed indispensable. Whei

ersecutions that, from time to time, 
evnstated the church, underlain by 
le catacombs which were at once 


and observance, from Judaism and j 
the splendid spectacular religions of': 
Greece and Italy even the scholars 
confess themselves at a loss to state, 
but it is probable that the holy year 
was inherited by the Christians from 
the Jews. To the chosen people every 
seventh was a Sabbatic year. Even 
the land hod rest, for it lay fallow; 
the vines were not pruned, the fruits 
were gathered by the poor. The fif- 
tieth was n year of jubilee, "And ye 
shall hallow tue fiftieth year and 
proclaim liberty throughout all the 
land unto all the inhabitants thereof; 
it shall be n jubilee unto you; and 
ye shall return every man unto his 
possessions, and 
ye shall 
return 


every man unto his family." There 
is n reminiscence of this Jewish fes- 
tival in our golden weddings and the 
jubilees occasionally celebrated 
by 


the pontiffs, as well as in the rejoic- 
ings which mark the end of the cen- 
tury. 


Among the early Christians the 


Jewish-people were In the majority, 
and it was but natural that, when 
the jubilee year returned they should 
look back with affectionate remem- 
brance on the years of their fathers, 
when Israel was indeed a power on 
the earth. At the'close of the first 
century a decided impetus was given 
to devotion by the general expecta- 
tion of the second coming of Christ. 
Disappointed then, the hope recurred 
at the close of every century. When 
the end of the tenth drew near, the 
frequent mention of a period of a 
thousand years In the mystical writ- 
Ings of John mode the belief almost

weeks; 


and, although not made obligatory, 
t is considered extremely desirable 
iy tlie authorities of the church that 
Catholic Christian people everywhere 
should familiarize themselves with 


great city, which, from the close 


of the first century, has been

cradle of the Latin faith. Other cities 
have one or-two shrines, Rome has a 
thousand, and besides the almost in- 
numerable

There ore historic allu- 


sions, which indicate that while the 
season was recognized ns appropriate 
for special exercises, there is also 
some reason, to believe that the ob- 
servances were gnerally 
private. 


Midnight masses are not infrequently 
celebrated in monastic and conven- 
tional establishments, but the gen- 
eral public is not allowed to assist 
at these. 
There is a statement that 


during the "captivity of the popes," 
when the papal seat wns removed, in 
1308, from Rome to Avignon and 
remained there for seventy 
years. 


there wns a similar call to prayer 
at the fiftieth year, but how reliable 
it is cannot now be determined. It 
is certain that on no previous occa- 


When long time hath passed some 


historian, recalling the great epochs 
and religious teachings of our cen- 
tury, will say: 
"There were four 


men sent 
forth by God." 
Their 


names, Charles Spurgeon, Phillips 
Brooks, Henry Ward Beecher and 
Dwight L. Moody. Each was a her- 
ald of good tidings, and each made 
a permanent 
contribution to the 


Christian church, while of all it may 
be snld their sermons were trans- 
lated into many tongues and their 
names known in every town and city 
where the English language is spok- 
en. 
For our instruction, rebuke and 


inspiration God hath raised up other 
preachers, representing a high order 
of intellect, marked eloquence and 
permanent influence, but as to the 
first order of greatness there have 
been perhaps these four — no more 
God girded each of these prophets for 
his task, and taught him how to 
"dip hts sword in heaven.1" 


In characterizing the message of 


these men we say that Spurgeon was 
exposition al, Phillips Brooks devo- 
tional, Henry Ward Beecher prophet- 
ic nnd philosophical, wtille Dwight 
L. Moody was a, herald rather than a 
teacher, addressing himself to the 
common 
people — the 
unchurched 


multitudes. The symbol of the Eng- 
lish preacher is a lighted lamp, the 
symbol of Brooks a -flaming heart, 
:he symbol of Beecher an orc-hester 
of many instruments, while Moody's 
was a trumpet, of narrow range, per-

deepest culture, tireless practice and 
complete consecration.

this herald of good tiding, this 
friend of tlie common people, this
